After eight years fighting, howev- 
er, one uniform government 
is able to define with confidence what 
winning would look like what will 
accomplish. 

President George W. Bush’s criminally 
conceived and incompetently executed 
war in Iraq. compromised the long odds 
that Qaeda could destroyed and the 
Taliban neutered. 

Even more than Iraq, Afghanistan 
seen confederation tribes rather 
than a Western-style state. As the So- 
viet Union discovered, when all is said 
and done, enough Afghans prefer to be 
oppressed by their fellow 
countrymen than liberated 
by foreigners. So the situ- 
ation today is more or less 
what it has been for years: 
a stalemate. The Taliban, 
fierce but primitive, can- 
not defeat American troops.

that, while Iraq was a foolish adven- 
ture, Afghanistan was winnable. But 
his razor-thin victory in the Democratic 
primaries over Hillary Clinton, now his 
secretary of state, owed much to the fact 
that Obama wanted out Iraq and Clin- 
ton hedged her bets. 

Clinton now favors more troops for 
Afghanistan. She wrong about that 
she was when she voted for Bush’s 
Iraq War. 

Then there is Senator John McCain, 
Republican challenger, who ap- 
pears determined reinforce his role the 
cranky old coot of national politics by jump- 
ing on the more-troops bandwagon — even 
though, until recently, he treated that war 
inconsequential sideshow Iraq.

NEW HEAD SHOP 
SCORES NEAR 


Here’s a new way to tell when college kids are back in 

Boston: shelves at the Joint — a new Comm Ave head 
shop near Packard's Corner — resemble electronic-store 
aisles during the Los Angeles riots. 

“They cleaned us out,” says salesman Luke Marut about 
the past month’s rush. (Marut took this semester off from 
Harvard Extension to educate folks on the merits of glass- 
on-glass apparatuses.) “The reaction has been insane and 
completely unexpected. We've had artists in here blowing 
glass who have been all around the world saying that they’ve 
never seen a place so busy.” 

In most cities, knowledge of a new paraphernalia spot is 
hardly headline-worthy. But the choices are limited in Boston; 
other than variety stores that might stock a small selection of 
pipes, smokers have been restricted locally to the Hempest on 
Newbury Street and Sugar Daddy’s in Kenmore Square. 

Reliable as those stand-bys might be, they 
were the only serious shows in town 
until Boston University grad D.J. Lawton 

quietly set up head shop this past April. 

Unlike its not-so-far-away competi- 
tors, the Joint feels like an underground 
operation. Perhaps that’s because it liter: 
ally is — squeezed in a tight rented base- 
ment (that gets dangerously loud when 
customers ring the in-house gong), the 
comer fills quickly, and last week had 
several dozen students queu-

You don’t need a fancy political-science degree to predict 
voter turnout in aan city elections. All you a isa ARTSBOSTON 
Red Sox postseason schedule (when applicable). 

Using this sophisticated algorithm, I can tell you 
with some assurance that about 26 percent of registered 
Boston voters will hit the polls on November 3. 

Since 1993 — during the Menino era — that’s been 
the average turnout for City Council general elections 
(with and without mayoral contests) in years that 

the Red Sox made the playoffs. When the Sox fail to 
advance into October baseball, that number closes in 
on 40 percent. You might say that Bostonians prefer 
baseball to politics. 

To reach this conclusion, the Phoenix simply gathered two sets 

of empirical evidence — baseball stats and raw City Hall election 
data for the past 15 years— and reported the resounding mes- 

sage that emerges from between the spreadsheet lines: the 

better off the Sox fare, the less people vote in Boston. 

In 2007 — when the Sox went all the way — a pa- 
thetic 13.6 percent of registrants tallied in the nine-way 
councilor-at-large race. Compare that with roughly 25 
percent in 1999 and 2003, years in which there were 
also no tandem mayoral contests, and in which the Sox 
lost in the American League Championship Series. The 
last such race during which the Sox only made it to the 

American League Division Series — in 1995 — a slightly 
more impressive 32 percent voted. 
The trend also transcends local politics. In 2002 and 

2006 — gubernatorial-election years in which the Sox missed 

the playoffs entirely — preliminaries lured more than 30 percent 
of registered voters, while the general election in both cases at- 
tracted more than 55 percent. Indeed, about four percent more 
Bostonians voted in the 2000 presidential election — when 
the Sox barely had a winning season — than did when 
the team won the World Series in 2004, even though the 
Democratic candidate for president that year was US 
Senator John Kerry (you know, of Massachusetts 
Only a candidate vying for career suicide would 
admit this, but young pols hoping for increased voter 
turnout this year should be happy that the Sox were 
stopped early in the ALDS. As a result of weak pitching 
and lackluster offense, polling stations from Hyde Park 
to Charlestown will likely be busier than they would have 
been had the Sox tangled with the Yankees in the postsea- 
son, or if they made it all the way. At least that’s what the 
numbers say.

THE IMPORTANCE 
BEING ERNIE 


WHAT DRIVES HOWIE 
ANONYMOUS TORMENTOR?

Media feuds don’t come any nastier than 

the metastasizing spat between Boston 
Herald columnist Howie Carr and one “Ernie 
Boch III,” the pseudonymous blogger at the 
liberal Web site Blue Mass. Group, whose 
moniker references the Greater Boston car- 
dealership empire created by the late Ernie 
Boch, and now run by his son, Emie Jr. (Note: 
the blogger relation the car dealer.) 

The brouhaha started on September 28, 
when EB3 wrote a post calling for a boycott 
of Carr’s show on WRKO-AM. The reason? A 
Carr column that linked Superior Court Judge 
Thomas Connolly to the Catholic Church’s 
sex-abuse scandal. (This followed Connolly’s 
decision to dismiss a challenge, mounted by 
the Mass. GOP, that would have kept Governor 
Deval Patrick from appointing Paul Kirk 
“emergency” replacement for the late US Sen- 
ator Ted Kennedy.) After noting that Connolly 
graduated from St. John’s Seminary in Brigh- 
ton in 1964 and did post-graduate work there 
in 1965, Carr added: “Most of the worst pervert 
priests in the archdiocese attended St. John’s 
during those same years.” Later, he knocked 
Connolly for not recusing himself from a case 
involving an abuse-enabling priest. 

Objecting to Carr’s insinuation, and to an 
accompanying jibe at a Connolly ruling on 
same-sex marriage, EB3 busted out the heavy 
rhetorical artillery, accusing Carr of “journal- 
istic man on man rape.” After urging readers 
to pressure Cart’s advertisers, EB3 closed with 
some sharp parting shots — including specu- 
lation that Carr was bullied at Deerfield Acad- 
emy, his tony prep-school alma mater. 

It gets better. On October 1, the Herald’s 
“Inside Track” column revealed that some 


of Carr’s sponsors were getting irate calls, 
and that at least one advertiser thought EB3 
actually was Ernie Boch Jr. On October 2, ina 
taunting column that doubled as the Herald’s 
cover story, Carr struck back, mocking EB3 
as a“moonbat” who can’t spell, has a trust 
fund, and takes Halcion, the powerful anti- 
insomnia medication (which, ironically, he 
spelled “Halcyon”). 

The next day, the Herald reported that 
Boch Jr. had offered a $2000 reward for 
EB3’s real identity, promising he’d provide 
it to Carr so the latter could “terrorize [EB3] 
every afternoon.” Then, on October 4, Boston 
Globe columnist Joan Vennochi weighed in, 
ripping Carr’s shtick but also criticizing 
EB3’s anonymity. EB3 was quoted as saying 
that his pseudonym lets him (or her?) write 
freely, and really shouldn’t matter if his 
arguments are solid. 

So, who is this masked man? For start- 
ers, he’s no “moonbat,” Carr’s favorite term 
for nutty lefties. Back in 2006, for example, 
he compared Deval Patrick’s gubernatorial 
campaign to a cult, and mocked BMC’s 
editors as part of the “kool-aid left.” That’s 
Howie Carr-esque. So, careful study of his 
posts suggests, is EB3’s hatred of elitism, 
and his deep knowledge Massachusetts 
politics and history. 

Lest one think this is a Carr-driven pub- 
licity stunt, though, there are differences. 
Carr wasn’t an athlete; EB3’s hockey fixa- 
tion suggests that he played in his youth. 
Carr was educated at Deerfield and the 
University of North Carolina, EB3 has hint- 
ed at a Jesuit education. Carr isn’t a law- 
enforcement basher; EB3 has knocked the 

Boston Police Department, 
the Massachusetts State 
Police, and Suffolk County 
DA Dan Conley. 

“lL only attack people 
willingly in the spotlight 
and for their actions in 
these roles,” EB3 (the 
real one, I think) tells the 
Phoenix via e-mail. “Have 
I crossed the line? Sure. I 


have regrets. . . . But for 
the most just crack 
wise some local politi- 


cal or media type who de- 
serves it. 

“What I don’t do,” EB3 
adds, “is hit people below 
the belt over and over and 
over and over again when 
they’re down because of 
their or their family mem- 
bers’ personal mistakes, 
frailties, and weaknesses.”

His answer is what one expects from a hope- 
and-change candidate: leaning forward, eyes 
wide behind his wire-framed glasses, the 48- 
year-old Khazei earnestly describes his intent to 
empower the citizenry, build a movement, take 


different approach” politics, 
and enact “change from the bottom up.” 

Khazei has the résumé as well as the rhetoric, 
from his Harvard undergraduate and Harvard 
Law degrees his years public-service 
entrepreneur. And yet, political pundits and vet- 
erans give him little chance success. 

“He is exactly the kind of profile we say we 
want in politics, but time and time again we have 
proven that we don’t mean it,” says Scott Ferson, 
political consultant with Liberty Square Group, 
who is unaffiliated with any of the Senate candi- 
dates. Khazei won't win, Ferson predicts, “but the 
people who vote for him will feel great about it.” 

Ferson and others have good reason for their 
skepticism. Khazei barely known the state 
registered embarrassing one percent sup- 
port poll likely Democratic voters conducted 
the Coakley campaign few weeks ago. And 
whereas Patrick took year and half build his 
grassroots support, Khazei has about nine weeks 
until the Democratic primary. His opponents are 
solid liberals, too, which leaves him little room to 
differentiate himself on policy issues. 

Moreover, the special-election turnout likely 
to be dominated by party activists, who generally 
like Capuano and Coakley. Khazei doesn’t even 
have sole claim voters looking for political 
outsider — some of whom might vote for Bain 
Capital tycoon Steve Pagliuca, who spending 
millions of his own fortune to raise his profile. 

Still, Khazei seems nothing but optimistic, 
noting that, “I think the conventional wisdom on 
this race all wrong.” 

Perhaps unsurprisingly, Mr. Smith Goes to 
Washington one his favorite movies. But 
Massachusetts politics is rarely Capra-esque. 
Does Khazei really have a chance? 


WHO THIS GUY? 


Khazei, son of an Iranian émigré and an Italian- 
American nurse from Pennsylvania, started City 
Year 1988 with his Harvard buddy Michael 
Brown as a sort of domestic version of the Peace 
Corps. Young people are paid a stipend to devote 
a year of their lives to service, often with under- 
privileged children. 

The project blossomed — Bostonians are quite 
familiar with their signature red jackets and 
became the model for AmeriCorps, created under 
Bill Clinton in 1993. Khazei continued to serve as 
City Year’s CEO until 2006, building and expand- 
ing it to 16 cities, with a $46 million budget. 

Though had helped lobby for legislation 
like Clinton’s, running for office wasn’t part 
his game plan. That changed, according 
Khazei, after Republicans tried to kill AmeriCorps 

funding in 2003. It was “a turnaround 
moment for me,” says Khazei, “realizing 
that service was not enough. Some of 
us needed to be more involved with 
policy, too.” 
considered running for John 
Kerry’s Senate seat, had Kerry won 
the presidency 2004. Instead, 
left City Year two years later to cre- 
ate the Change, organization 


devoted to building a citizen movement to drive 
service-oriented policy. Khazei used it as a plat- 
form to push for the Kennedy-sponsored Serve 
America Act, which passed earlier this year. 

Kennedy, in fact, championed City Year and 
AmeriCorps from very early on, a connection that 
can’t hurt Khazei’s argument to be his succes- 
sor. In almost every photo of Kennedy taken in 
his final months, the late senator is seen aboard 
his sailboat or on the dock of the Hyannis com- 
pound, always wearing his red City Year jacket. 

One Kennedy family member — Max, brother 
of former congressman Joe — has already endorsed 
and campaigned for Khazei, and there may be oth- 
ers (Joe himself is said to be supporting Capuano). 
But endorsements aren’t going to be Khazei’s 
advantage. Neither will his campaign have a 
money edge (though has raised quick million 
far and hopes able spend between 
and million). Even people who would recognize 
and appreciate Kennedy’s City Year jacket don’t 
know who the hell Alan Khazei is. 

The crucial component in a Khazei victory will 
be the establishment, within weeks, of the best 
grassroots organization in the state — one that 
will rapidly energize key party activists. Khazei 
believes that it’s possible, thanks the experi- 
ence Massachusetts progressives have already 
gained. “Massachusetts has very smart, educated 
activists,” he says, “who have learned from the 
race and presidential race.” 

Khazei has hired some very experienced staff 
to make it happen, including veterans of Hillary 
Clinton’s presidential campaign and the former 
field director for the national AFL-CIO. But give 
that staff the raw materials grassroots move- 
ment the supporters needs personally 
inspire activists to follow him. He thinks he can 
that through his empowering message, rather 
than personal charisma. 

“I’m not Barack Obama — I can’t give the kind 
speech Barack Obama can give, even Deval 
Patrick,” says Khazei. But when “people are hurt- 
ing and frustrated,” and “lobbyists have bought 
and paid for Washington,” he contends, citizens 
want something less lofty —“a doer,” 
idealist” who knows that “the only way we are 
going to create change is through citizen move- 
ments, along with bold political leadership.” 


GETTING DONE 


To deliver that message, Khazei has been travel- 
ing the state, speaking any group Democrat- 
activists can. has met with small groups 
of party committee members. College campuses, 
including Tufts, MIT, and UMass-Amherst, have 
been among his early campaign stops. 

Some of those activists are jumping on board. 
“It reminds me very much of 1982, when a young 
John Kerry ran for lieutenant governor,” says 
Deb Kozikowski, vice-chair of the Massachusetts 
Democratic Party. Kozikowski has endorsed 
Khazei, though she didn’t know him prior 
small, informal meet-and-greet Springfield 
few weeks ago. 

Enthusiastic crowds have begun greeting 
Khazei his campaign appearances, and volun- 
teers are flocking help the campaign. 
underdog status clearly part his appeal: pro- 
gressive activists are often drawn battling long 
odds against the choice. It’s not 
hard see Khazei that role, against front-run- 
ner Coakley and Washington insider Capuano.

my roommate Mickey has convinced me to 
join him on a local Facebook-formed out- 
ing for “the New Southie.” The group with 
the intentionally vague-sounding name 
sort of like a gay flash mob that meets once 
a month at a different Southie straight 
bar — except they get the establishment’s 
permission before sending out invites. 

When Mickey first asked me out for the 
night (full disclosure: we’ve got a total Will 
and Grace situation going on: he’s a gay 
lawyer and I like to belt out show tunes), 
I assumed we were off to Jacque’s, Stella, 
or Club Café, all South End safe havens for 
the local gay population. When found out 
that Mickey — who prior to discovering this 
group would rather have cleaned out our 
fridge than hang out socially in Southie — 
was now attending “events” in our own 
‘hood, | was stunned. Our neighborhood 
doesn’t exactly have the best reputation for 
being warm and welcoming to outsiders. 

“A bunch of us found out about 
New Southie and decided to join,” he 
explained. “Most of my gay male friends 
that live here don’t ever hang out here — 
why would we? But this seemed like a fun 
excuse get out our own area and get 
know other gays that wanted the 
same. I was all about it.” 

New Southie was founded by gay resi- 
dent Phil Sheats and few his friends. 
Although he insists that it is open to

anyone (its official FB mission statement 
facilitate networking amongst cool people 
in Southie”), it’s mostly gay, and its male 
members (there are a handful of women in 
the group) are joining for the same reasons 
that Mickey cited. 

Initially, the soirées were held in individ- 
uals” homes. But as the group grew larger 
and more confident, Sheats and the other 
organizers decided they wanted to social- 
ize in public and swell its membership. 

So far, they’ve acquired 180 regulars, with 
crowds of 50 to 60 men showing up every 
time they meet. 

if this picture isn’t absolutely blow- 
ing your mind — gay men congregating 
openly in Southie — consider that, 30 years 
ago, the town best known for the crimes 
of Whitey Bulger was considered one of 
the assholes of the world for its insensi- 
tivity toward newcomers, racial tensions, 
and fiercely parochial nature. Now, South 
Boston has become a diverse community, 
home to a fast-growing, gay social-net- 
working scene that seems to be embraced 
by the community at large. How the hell 
did that happen? 


THE RAINBOW ECONOMY 


Socially ubiquitous scenester and Southie 
real-estate agent Ricardo Rodriguez is a gay 
man who predominately sells properties in 


ge 
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the South End, Beacon Hill, Downtown, 


and South Boston. He has noticed an influx = 


of young professionals to South Boston. 
“When it comes to budding gay com- 
munities,” he says, “South Boston is the 
most promising. It’s youthful and its price 
points on real estate are great. Culturally, 
the area’s proximity the South End has 


created an interesting synergy between the z 


neighborhoods.” 

But proximity to the South End clearly 
isn’t its only draw. Southie’s housing mar- 
ket offers affordable rent for many who 
afford live Boston’s more well- 
to-do sections. South Boston also boasts its 
own uber-trendy Seaport District — home 
to a plethora of luxury apartments, artists 
lofts, and upscale restaurants and bars like 
Drink and Sportello (opened by Southie 
native Barbara Lynch). And businesses 
are steadily opening up in and around the 
more traditional heart of Southie, on and 
just off Broadway, its main artery. 

Rodriguez, in fact, thinks there’s been 
a mass exodus in the homosexual commu- 
nity from the South End to South Boston. 
Despite Southie’s once loathsome reputa- 
tion, he says, it no longer carries a menac- 
ing vibe toward outsiders trying to muscle 
in, “It’s actually very cool,” he explains. 
“There are a lot of young people and edgy 
stuff happening there. I’m not surprised 
that you are seeing a viable, vibrant, identi- 
fiable gay community in South Boston. 1am 
surprised that there isn’t a gay bar already 
there, [though] it seems like it is moving in 
that direction — it just makes sense.” 

Keith Orr, marketing manager for the 
Aids Action Committee and co-host of 
One inTen, a weekly LCBT radio show on 
WENX 101.7 FM (which is owned by the 
Phoenix Media/Communications Croup), 
has also witnessed gays flock to neighbor- 
hoods like Jamaica Plain, Dorchester, and 
South Boston. “With regards to Southie, 
the casual observer might be surprised by 
the migration,” he says, “but anyone who 
spends time there would feel differently. 
South Boston gets bad rep. 
notion that South Boston is not welcom- 
ing, when in fact I think it’s a very wel- 
coming part Boston, and more and more 
members of the gay community are mov- 
ing there and being embraced.” 

Of course, the more cynical among

us might cry “gentrification,” or say that 
South Boston isn’t welcoming the gay 
community much it’s welcoming 

its money. To some, this new tolerance is 
directly tied to the ruinous aftermath of the 
2008 financial crisis and the impact it had 
on local businesses. Let's face it: in this 
economy, what bar is going to turn away 
dozens of people who are ready and willing 
spend their disposable income beer 
and cosmos? 

“It comes down to economics,” says a 
long-time African-American resident of 
Boston (she requested anonymity due to 
her work in community development for 
a local university). “In another time and 
place in history, the owner of a bar could 
have closed down for the night and not 
served these men because they’re gay. But 
who in these tough times would do such 
a thing? The bar owner probably has a 
mortgage pay and his kid Catholic 
private school around the corner. To him, it 
ain’t about black, white, or gay. It’s about 
green and you got green, you can 
what you want.” 


SOUTHIE 101 

For those requiring an intro class or even 

a refresher, Southie has historically been 

a working-class, Irish-Catholic section of 
Boston with a vibrant political culture that 
produced such figures as Mayor Ray Flynn, 


former State Senate president William 
Bulger, Congressman Stephen Lynch, and 
the likes of Bulger’s brother Whitey and his 
peers in the annals of Irish-American orga- 
nized crime. It has been a symbol of blue- 
collar Boston natives and Irish immigrants, 
who have lionized their favorite sons in 
sport or pop culture. But it’s also forever 
entangled in the watershed school-busing 
crisis more than three decades ago. 

Back in the 1970s, Southie became the 
new ugly face of racial tension in this coun- 
try when federal courts ordered the busing 
underprivileged black kids from Roxbury to 
the headstrong Irish enclave, and conversely, 
the busing of South Boston teens to an also 
tense Roxbury High. True to form, Southie 
residents decided to ignore the federal-court 
order, resulting in both neighborhoods 
becoming the unruly scene of back-and-forth 
violent racial incidents, leaving some victims 
severely beaten or violently stabbed. That 
tension and violence was, in fact, citywide, 
but because Southie was so politically active, 
it came to symbolize resistance to busing and 
racial integration. This left Southie itself 
the victim with the deepest scars, well 
as with a lasting negative reputation and a 
legacy of intolerance that many are quick to 
finger as the root problem when similar situ- 
ations arise. 

The segment of the South Boston 
population that organizes the annual St.

Patrick’s Day Parade has certainly not 
helped shed that perception. Infamously 
in 1992, parade organizers denied an Irish 
LGBT organization the right march 
the parade. Soon after, through the court 
system, the LGBT group won the right to 
march, which led to swirling rumors of 
the violent retaliation it would face. And 
that, in turn, prompted a Supreme Court 
decision, which recognized the “freedom 
of association” of the parade organizers to 
pick and choose who could participate in 
the parade. Never mind the rights of the 
gay participants to march in a parade cel- 
ebrating what was also their heritage. 

The fact is, though, gay men and 
women have lived in Southie for years, 
but found it wiser to do so stealthily. To 
illustrate that point, let’s go back to the 
Junction. When I first walk in (on a mis- 
sion to meet my gay roommate and his gay 
friends), I make a stop at the bar to order 
a stiff gin and tonic. It is there that I find 
myself in the shadow of a lumbering colos- 
sus dressed in what appears to be the typi- 
cal Southie bar-brawl garb (backward cap, 
athletic attire, jeans, and sneakers). From 
an outward appearance, he defies every 
caricature one would have of a gay man. 
And for a minute, I wonder if he is the odd 
one out, not me. As I watch him guzzle 
down his beer, I am even more convinced 
that this light-skinned, muscular man, 
with his thick Southie accent and shaved 
head (mostly concealed with a bright-green 
Red Sox hat), is straight. But when I strike 
fact here to congregate with his fellow gay 
New Southie members. 

He explains that he has lived in the 
area for more than 10 years, but was never 
open with his sexuality on his home 
turf. “There’s a large gay community in 
Southie,” he confides to me, “but we were 
always very discreet. There was no need to 
be flamboyant here. As they say, “When in 
Rome...” 

Initially, he asks me not to reveal where 
he works, but by the end of our conversa- 
tion he seems elated (and, dare | say, filled 
with pride?). He turns to me and says, “You 
know what? Fuck it. I work for the MBTA — 
and I’m proud it.” 


EVERYONE LOVES PARADE! 

Upon arrival Shenanigan’s for Sep- 
tember’s New Southie event, Sheats greets 
with huge smile and hug. Familiar 
faces fill the room while a young man sings 
a karaoke version of Madonna’s “Like a Vir- 


gin.” Relative last New Southie jaunt,

each other, somehow more comfortable. 
Everyone’s guard has been lowered, and the 
buzz relaxed atmosphere now perme- 
ates the scene. short, progress.

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New Southie has certainly come a long 
way since its first event in July across from 
the Macallen Building (an eco-chic condo 
development whose pool area is casually 
referred to as a “gay cruise ship”), at the 
Franklin Cafe — which has a second, gay- 
friendly location in the South End. But 
given Southie’s turbulent history, some 
members didn’t attend the group’s second 
outing at the townie enclave Tom English’s 
Pub for fear of being ridiculed — or worse. 

“Here we were,” recalls Sheats, “a bunch 
of homosexuals, taking over a Southie 
pub! thought for sure we’d get jumped 
stabbed.” 

But they weren't. In fact, they were 
not only welcomed with open arms, man- 
agement asked them return. Thus far, 
besides the Franklin Cafe, Tom English’s, 
and Shenanigan’s, the group has met at 
L Street Tavern (made famous by Good Will 
Hunting), the Junction, and the Stadium. 
Each and every establishment was happy 
to have them. No bar fights broke out, and 
aside from a few stares and 
several under-the-breath 
comments, the group’s 
monthly bar hopping has 
been a smashing success. 

“Other than a few gay 
jokes here and there, people 
don’t seem to be too con- 
cerned that a bunch of local 
gay guys are having a few 
beers at their local bar,” says 
Sheats. 

It’s just not that big of 
a deal,” he adds, “and that’s 
exactly the point I’m trying 
to make.” 

I check in with three 
born-and-bred South Boston 
girls at Shenanigan’s, who 
aren’t concerned with the 
crowd gay 
men, for them means 
night’s reprieve from staving 
off drunken Southie meat- 
heads looking impress via endless shots 
of Jaeger. What does concern them is the 
rise in housing costs attributed to Southie’s 
changing makeup, with one the women 
angrily confessing, “It’s not the gays we 
have problem with any the new 
people here. The problem can longer 
afford to live here and had to move out, 
did lot people who grew here. 
isn’t fair.” 

On the other side of the bar, I come 
across part-time manager Domenic Stewart. 

tewart is gay and emigrated to Southie from 
Ireland more than 10 years ago. He, too, has 
found that the Southie gay community is 
growing and, nowadays around these parts, 
it’s much easier to be outward about one’s 
sexuality. “Years ago, there would be finger 
pointing, staring, and more,” notes Stewart, 
“but now it’s different — you can feel more 
comfortable being yourself the 

Professional boxer Aaron Emmons, who 
was born and raised South Boston but has 
since moved to Chicago, remembers when 
this wasn’t exactly the case. The priest at 
his local Catholic school used to let him and 
his brother out early so they could run home 
before they got the shit kicked out them 
homophobic bullies because their mother 
(another Southie native) was a lesbian. 

caught the brunt the intolerance 
the late ’80s/early ‘90s,” he recalls. “There 
was old guard people the neighbor- 
hood that were not tolerant of my mother. It 
stopped when I started being big enough to 
fight on my own.” 

Any remaining negativity toward out- 
siders the neighborhood has nothing 
to do with race or sexual orientation, in 
opinion. “Think about it,” 
says, “you have people that are being forced

out of their homes and bars are no longer 
filled with familiar faces. course the 
locals aren't going to be okay with having to 
leave their own neighborhood, their homes, 
where they grew up. [These] people don’t 
like change.” 

Back Shenanigan’s, prominent local 
business owner and straight resident of 
the Southie community, 48-year-old Mike 
McNally, drinking with group Irish 
immigrants. doesn’t have problem 
with the gays moving into his townie "hood 
and isn’t concerned about rising real-estate 
costs, either. He does, however, talk to me 
about the St. Patrick’s Day parade. McNally 
part that old guard locals who feel 
that gay groups shouldn't be able to march. 
“Marching to make a statement is wrong,” 
he says between quaffs of his pint of beer. 
“The parade turned away the KKK for the 
same reason they turned away the gays 

political statement should not 
made with the parade — they should respect 
tradition, family, and humanity.” 

Equating an LCBT organization with the 
Ku Klux Klan seems beyond a 
stretch, but I am shocked to 
learn that several gay men I 
spoke to share McNally’s sen- 
timents about the parade. 
Justin Henry, 29, and Brett 
Campbell, both gay 
men who helped start New 
Southie — don’t feel there is 
need for gay men march 
the event. Says Henry, 

“I don’t see why we need 

to have a gay group in the 
parade. They should choose 
to march in the parade for 
being Irish, not 

but that’s just me. I’m a bit 
more understated and don’t 
care for labels. Maybe those 
people should march the 
Pride Parade?” 

Campbell agrees. “I think 
there are bunch gay 
men that are marching to 
celebrate their Irish heritage community, 
they should march, but it shouldn’t be about 
their sexuality. And there are gay people 
already marching the parade know that 
for a fact, but they are just not saying they 
are gay. Firemen, police officers, etc.” 

The very thought of gay men supporting 
the ruling disgusts my roommate Mickey 
when bring up. him, the whole point 
the participation wasn’t make point 
it was to celebrate heritage. “The fact that it 
was banned by the court is crazy,” he said. 
“Today you might be banned from a parade, 
and tomorrow it might be a job, or a home, 
because it’s the same federal paradigm 
laws that not protect our rights.” 

Every community includes a gay popula- 
tion, many of which identify with their 
cultural heritage even more than with 
their identity as a gay person. And while 
the parade officially shuns gays, the unof- 
ficial home base of the local Irish com- 
munity — its bars — seems fine with the 
current gay influx. And the fact that the 
younger members of New Southie — who 
came age (and out) post-Stonewall 
never had fight for their pride 
privileges is a sign of just how far we all, 
and South Boston, have come. 

“I have been surprised at how well the 
events have been received,” adds Sheats, 
“but I’m not naive . . . not everyone is 
going to be accepting. I’m hoping that 
people will start seeing part South 
Boston and begin appreciate what 
can bring to the community.”

CUTTING-EDGE ART GALLERY GASP CELEBRATES FIVE YEARS

MAKING HAPPEN Half 
a decade in, Campos-Pons 
and gallery 
stands out rare “alter- 
native space” in a Boston 
art scene that domi- 
nated by commercial and 
jnstitutiona! venues. 


At the end of August, the seven- 

month-old Massachusetts Creative 
Economy Council released its first re- 
port on the state of culture here. “Is MA 
sexy?” one of its subcommittees asked 
about the Bay State. “People see us as 
conservative. This needs to be ‘the’ hot 
place to be.” 

“I think that this is not a true portrait 
of Boston,” says renowned artist Maria 
Magdalena Campos-Pons. “I think that 
intelligence is sexy. Knowledge is sexy. 
Curiosity is sexy. Research is sexy. And 
that is Boston. I don’t find frivolity sexy. 
don’t. depends what you look at.” 

Note that, though her words fit the 
city’s intellectual life in general, they 
don’t necessarily describe the Boston

an exchange program from her native 
Cuba and was told that the Boston musi- 
cian might able help her create 
soundtrack for a planned film.

QUALITY INDIAN BARGAIN SPOT DESERVING 


MULTIPLE VISITS

When you get to know tt 
place, you can move it up al 
the first tier by ordering the 
right items. At the top of that 
list should be dahi papri ($3.75), a spread 
of crisp fried potato cubes sprinkled with 
cilantro, cumin, yogurt, and a pepper 
sauce — like a potato salad full of surprises. 

A sleeper is lentil soup ($2.95) with a slight 
vanilla-like richness and fresh green peas.)

Put this over the excellent super- 
long-grain basmati rice, or with a tandoori 
bread — like the sweet and crunchy Pash- 
wari nan, made with raisins and coconuts 
($3.50) — and you are ready to feast. 

Now for a trick: the beverage menu lists 
two yogurt drinks, sweet lassi ($2.25) with 
Tosewater, and mango lassi ($2.50), which 
approaches a smoothie in sweetness. But 
what South Asians actually drink is salty

lassi. | asked if they had that, too, and got 
a big smile from the waiter — and a really 
unusual concoction with onion-flavored 
kalonji seeds. (I think I also earned an extra

excellent masala chai ($1.50). It’s neither 
too thick nor too sweet, with a 
good balance of spices, hot tea, 
and scalded milk.

Finish the above off with the 
original ice cream, kulfi ($2.95), 
which here is cut into cubes, al- 
lowing you to savor the cooling 
cardamom and pistachio flavors without 
noticing too much of this dish’s usual 
iciness. Congratulations, you've had the 
perfect meal. 

Of course, you May not want to stick to 
my prescription exactly, so here’s what else I 
learned during my recent visits. The mixed- 
appetizer platter ($7.95) showed some tired 
frying, especially on a couple of tough, 

lark-brown chicken pakoras ($5.95/a la 
carte), though the mixed-vegetable pakoras 

($3.75) aren't damaged by over-frying, and 
several had refreshing bursts of ginger amid 
the usual onion-curry flavors. Sammosas 

($3.75) didn’t have the great flaky pastry you 
get a few doors down at Dawat, but they 
were okay. And the potato patty known as 
aloo tikki ($3.75) was excellent — the fried 
appetizer to have if you are having only 
one. (Don't worry about the phrase “black 
bean batter.” They mean urad dal, which is 
a black-skinned pulse that is white inside, 
and grinds down to a nice flour for fry bat- 
ter.) Aloo tikki is especially good with the 
lively mint chutney, but a familiar mango

chutney is also available for $1.95. 

Lunch is a bargain at Pu ner Palace, 
despite the lack of buffet. (Nadeau’s law: 
Indian buffets are good Senne stew gets 
better as it sits around; Chinese buffets, 
nix.) Coconut korma is a typical curry, but 
is enriched with coconut milk, making a 
small bowl hard to finish if you cut it with 
plenty of rice. Fish jalfrezi ($6.95/lunch; 
$13.95/dinner), a nice light curry with 
vegetables that contrasts well with the 
heavier stews, is a sensibly priced mid- 
day-meal option. (The same can be said 
of many other lunch options, duplicates 
of the dinner selection at a fraction of the 
price.) Only at dinner, however, can you . 
get channa saagwala ($11.95), a vegan 
entrée just as filling as any, because the 
chick peas are in a thick spinach sauce. 

Kheer ($2.95), a rice pudding, is usu- 
ally the safe Indian dessert. But the rice 
was still crunchy during our lunchtime 
visit, probably because someone added 
sugar too soon. One also wants more 
spice in kheer, since Indian rice pudding 
lacks egg-custard richness. Despite the 
shortcomings of this dish, Punjab Palace 
seems to have skirted the usual pitfalls 
of most Indian dessert selections. A good 
chocolate cake ($3.95) — likely not made 
in-house — and a fine tiramisu ($4.50) 
are presented on a handsomely decorated 
pattern of chocolate and mango sauces. 

The storefront dining room is prettier 
than most in this Allston area, with Sikh 
pictures on ragged yellow walls, wood 
chairs, and linen set. All eyes tend toward 
a plasma TV tuned to a Bollywood music- 
video channel, with videos that are darned 
good. When Madonna wants to save some 
money, she can now outsource and get an 
exotic look at the same time. 

Were this to become a frequent desti- 
nation for you, it might easily become a 
favorite wallet-saving spot, since it’s less se 
expensive than most of its competition in 
the Allston ethnic restaurant village, and 
the best dishes here are better than most. 

Try the menu at the top of this column . 
(or similar dishes, which your waiter can ¥ 
suggest), keep your eye on what the South 

Asian customers are having, and you can 

eat four-star food at two-star prices at 

Punjab Palace. ©

GETTING 


The idea of school felt like such a drastic 
step that I put off the application process 
for long possible. had number 
concerns: would able get any- 
where? Would schools frown on the fact 
that I had been working in a not-really- 
related field since college? Would it be a 
problem that I hadn’t kept any of my aca- 
demic work from my undergrad days? And 
how would get recommendations from 
professors hadn’t spoken with more 
than five years? 

I was least concerned about the GRE. Not 
to sound boastful — and I definitely don’t in- 
tend this to come across as an endorsemert 
for their validity as an evaluative tool — but 
performed reasonably well standard- 
ized exams in the past. Still, this exam 
proved gimme: the math section tripped 
me up. (Understand: I haven't taken a math 
class in more than 10 years. I tested out of 
the math requirement at Emerson, where 
did undergraduate studies writing, 
literature, and publishing.) So I needed to 
hit the books get the level compe- 
tence in the areas of percentages, geometry, 
and basic algebra. 

I spent a good amount of time studying 
with Kaplan GRE Math Workbook (as op- 
posed to the general test-prep book), and 
found that my score improved when I took 
the test again. Prospective GRE-takers should 
do the same if they’re rusty on either their 
verbal or math skills, even if they’re feeling 
reasonably confident. 

There wasn’t much I could do about my 
résumé transcript. didn’t think 
would be too big of a deal; I’d never exactly 
worked in a school, or with high-school 
students before, but I was working in a 
field related to English. 

My biggest concern was securing recom- 
mendations from old college professors. 
Sure, there were a few whose classes I did 
well in. But felt awkward asking these 
teachers, like I’d be imposing. The idea 
that talking them only because 
you need something also made me uncom- 
fortable. It's best take direct approach 
here — I e-mailed each one, reminding 
them was and stating clearly what 
needed. Believe it or not, you are likely not 
the first person make such request. 
They should be happy to help — assuming 
you’re talking someone whom you left 
positive impression. 

The applications themselves weren’t 
all that taxing with one exception: the 
personal statement. administrator 
one college’s informational session said 
that most students don’t take the essay as 
seriously as those who hold their fate would 
like them to — a fact I sadly learned after 
applications were completed and sent. 
It would have been nice to have known 
about that beforehand, could have put 
more of myself into it. As it was, I suspect 


my work came across a bit tossed-off. 

With that in mind, I recommend con- 
sidering the less obvious reasons you're 
applying to a program. Be as specific and 
detailed as possible — instead of saying 
something like “I want to be a lawyer 
because want help people,” point 
whatever inspired you to help others in 
the first place, like a time you felt justice 
wasn’t being served. It goes a long way in 
helping you stand out. 


GETTING GOING 


The period between enrollment and the 
start the semester was filled with re- 
minders of the sudden transition I would 
have to make. After a few tries — our 
schedules didn’t match up too well, 

and one appointment I forgot about en- 
tirely — I met with my new advisor. But 
i didn’t figure out how to register until 

a few weeks before classes began, a situ- 
ation that resulted panicked e-mail 
exchange between myself and my advi- 
sor. Then, when classes finally began, I 
learned that an assignment was due — 
which I would have found out about had 
I bothered to check the e-mail address 
the school had assigned me on their .edu 
domain. (Those e-mails are now being 
forwarded personal address.) 

New students: do the opposite of this. 
Be as prepared as possible. Check the e-mail 
and online resources, and don’t be afraid 
to communicate with staff members fre- 
quently, even if you’re concerned about 
making a nuisance of yourself. That’s why 
they’re there. 

Since starting classes, the challenges 
have centered around maintaining the 
level discipline necessary thrive 
as a graduate student. Whereas in the 
past I’ve viewed free time blank 
canvas, to be filled with hours watching 
television, reading novels, playing video 
games, whatever, I’ve had curtail 
social activities and train myself start 
thinking that time spent re- 
searching and preparing for class even 
if I don’t necessarily have a written as- 
signment due. It’s been difficult to bal- 
ance my priorities, but I’m starting to 
figure it out. 

The key is to remember that this is 
something you're doing because you want 
to do it — as opposed to most past school- 
ing experiences and (most likely) some- 
thing you’re paying good money for. So 
it’s probably worth getting much out 
everyone has been extremely helpful and 
generally understanding, from school per- 
sonnel, to my employer, to my family and 
friends (and extra-special thanks 
girlfriend, course). With hope, though, 
I won't still be having these struggles by 
this time next semester, and the rest 
you will avoid them entirely. ©

hy. That the name should belong 


to Schafer, a man with a small but devoted 
group fans who revere his work for Lu- 
casArts in the 1990s, is even stranger. Scha- 
fer’s previous effort, 2005's Psychonauts, was a 
critical smash but a commercial failure. The 
people who bought were, all likelihood, 
the only ones who knew the man’s name. So 
why would anyone else be swayed now? 

Schafer’s stamp isn’t just on the cover — 
it’s all over the inside, as well. He made his 
bones scripting and designing comical, text- 
heavy adventure games like The Secret of Monkey 
Island and Day of the Tentacle, Those 
games starred obtuse protagonists 
who stumbled into dangerous situ- 
ations they quite compre- 
hend. Briital Legend tells the tale of 
Eddie Riggs, the best roadie in the 
biz. He’s slumming with a mall- 
punk band when a staging mishap 
transports him to a mythical realm 
where heavy-metal iconography 
isn’t just for show. And, wouldn’t 
you know, it turns out Eddie is the 
prophesied hero who will lead 
metalheads to freedom! 

It’s a fun premise, and the 
game is often very funny. Ed- 
die liberates legions enslaved 
metalheads whose neck muscles 
have swelled from excessive headbanging. 
battles Bowie-like glam-rockers and 
goth-inspired enemies bearing more than 
passing the Cure’s Robert 
Smith. The characters have expressive faces 
and subtle, evocative animation, and they 
wander through fantastic landscapes in- 
spired heavy-metal-album covers. 

The game’s humor matched only its 
fealty the gods metal. Several legend- 
ary rockers lend their voices and likenesses: 
Motoérhead’s Lemmy Kilmister, Judas Priest’s 
Rob Halford, and the Prince of Darkness 
himself, Ozzy Osbourne. But the star the 


show is Jack Black. His Eddie is occasionally 
introspective and gruff, but more often he’s 
sMart-ass, just as Jack Black has been in, well, 
everything he’s ever been in. Still, it works. 
Briital Legend seems to see no contradiction 
between the deadly seriousness with which 
heavy-metal culture regards itself and the 
goofiness long-haired men screech- 
ing over wailing guitar parts. 

This all sounds great, and it would 
probably be fun to sit and watch the 
cutscenes. Unfortunately, there’s a 
game in there too, and a bad one. 
Make that several bad games. Re- 
petitive hack-and-slash sequences, in 
which Eddie uses giant and 
enchanted guitar slay foes, are mo- 
notonous and limiting. (He can’t even 
jump.) Set-piece battles take their cue 
from real-time strategy games, with 
Eddie commanding units and allocat- 
ing resources which would fine 
there were any way to tell where your 
units are and what they’re doing. Oh, 
and there are driving missions 
vehicle that controls poorly, and repetitive, 
off-the-shelf side missions.

stone). Sporting self-effacing voice and 
unselfsatisfied drawing style, the book also 
explores his difficult adolescence, his dalli- 
ances with drinking and drugging, the awk- 
ward art critiques that were made of him, 
and the five years spent burning designs 
into Dutch wooden shoes. 

Similarly exploring the personal, even

seating apprehension of its approach to its 
anguished, infuriating aftermath. Leavened 
with doses of humor and a counterintuitive 
(but effective) cartoonish drawing style, 
Neufeld’s smartly written book evokes the 
horrible chaos of the storm — and the hu- 
man dramas left in its wake. 

The new SKETCHBOOKS: THE HIDDEN ART 
DESIGNERS, ILLUSTRATORS CREATIVES 
(Laurence King Publishers), edited Rich- 
ard Brereton, does what its title suggests, 
collecting dashed-off scraps and procrastina- 
tory whimsy from an array of (mostly Euro- 
pean) artists. Their eye-popping, sometimes 
beautiful doodles — studies, cross-outs, 
multimedia collages, dirty scribbles — may 
not have been meant for publication, but 
they offer an intimate glimpse into artists’ 
frustrations and inspirations. 

In the laboriously drawn THE SQUIRREL 
MACHINE (Fantagraphics), unfairly talented 
Massachusetts native Hans Rickheit inks his 
pages in a detailed and disciplined style; he 
uses pens he buys at the grocery store, but 
his dark, evocative panels end up looking 
like precisely carved woodcuts. Rickheit’s 
surreal and shape-shifting narrative 
which concerns two peculiar brothers with 
unusual musical tastes entrancingly 
visual and, at times, viscerally unsettling.

John Gardner, the great teacher and nov- 
elist who wrote approximately 413 books 
before annihilating himself motor- 
cycle 1982, was very big vocabulary. 
“The good writer,” declared The Art 
Fiction, “is likely know and use 
find out and use the words for com- 
mon architectural features, like ‘lintel,’ 
‘newel post,’ ‘corbelling,’ ‘abutment,’ and 
the concrete stone ‘hems’ alongside the 
steps leading into churches public 
buildings.” Writers should aiso conver- 
sant, according to Gardner, in “the names 
the names of common household items, 
including those not usually hear 
named, often as we use them, such as 

Pinch-clippers, eh? Oh well. These 
days nobody (and especially not a writer) 
remembers the name anything that’s 
why we have Google. The only flower I can 
identify with any confidence is a daffo- 
dil, and the only make certain 
of recognizing is a Rolls-Royce. Once I 
regarded this incapacity in the light of a 
private mental defect; now I understand 
that makes representative modern 
man. Jack Pendarvis, I suspect, is similarly 
gifted. Here’s Burns, the protagonist his 
new novel, Shut Up, Ugly, going about his 
business: “On the way he passed a church. 
He saw some birds — he didn’t know what 
kind; they were brown — pecking at some- 
thing — what do birds peck at? seeds? — on 
the lawn.” 

Burns, jobless and nearly homeless, 
stunned recent falling-out with his 
friend Harris (his only friend, it appears), 


ambles through Pendarvis’s novelina 
species Zen fog, uninterested dis- 
tinctions, opinions, or classifications. 
“looking forward not having 
personality anymore.” He meets girls, 

in a manner of speaking, and does stuff. 
the back Shut Up, Ugly, says that 
he’s some sort of ironic detective, but you 
might (as I did) forget about this until 
page 155, when makes phone call and 
announces, rather dubiously, “There’s 
been a break in the case.” 

What Burns good for? That’s the 
question. It’s clear he’s not good any- 
thing. And yet he has an attraction for us. 
His state of spiritual concussion, caused 
perhaps unacknowledged grief over his 
sudden severance from Harris, is somehow 
our own, Or my own. Pendarvis has a style 
I would describe as pre-Barry Hannah, 
post-George Saunders, satirically chatty, 
with that kind High Mannerist naiveté. 
His characters babble slow motion 
thus, “‘I’m ina charitable mood,’ said 
Mrs. Melon. ‘Can you open that freezer 
door for me? It’s high up, and the suc- 
way, but that’s the point: Burns, poor re- 
duced Burns, is operating out of a tiny stub 
of Mind, right at the back of his head, and 
he has to make it do all the work. Baffled 
by this, menaced by that, he builds toa 
final non-revelation: “All civilization really 
you for some random words 
to come out of your mouth.” 

I won't say that Shut Up, Ugly is flawless. 
A long conversation that Burns has with 
a butler is like P.C. Wodehouse with his 
head cut off. There is some fidgety, not- 
quite-necessary indie humor. But Pendar- 
vis, whose last novel, Awesome, was about a 
giant sexy robot, is generally in cool com- 
mand his nonsense. You won’t catch 
him using words like “corbelling” and

MASTA ACE AND EDO PAIR TEAR DOWN

Masta Ace and 
Edo G, These aren’t comments on a Facebook 
thread asking cats wish together hip-hop 
dream duos. They're real pairs of united 
legends who are giving disenchanted heads 
rousing and unprecedented reasons put 
aside the throwbacks and, for a change, en- 
joy music recorded this millennium. 

“It’s unreal that all these projects are 
coming to fruition at the same time,” says 
Edo, whose spread with New York Juice Crew 
luminary Masta Ace, Arts @ Entertainment, 
drops Noverhber 3, and who’ll be at Good 
Life with Ace next Thursday. “We're all on 
the cusp of something big right now — and 
all still have it. There are plenty people 
who are anywhere from 25 to 50 who still like 
hip-hop but who don’t like bubblegum. They 
want to hear music they can relate to, and 
servicing that need.” 

Edo, of course, is Boston’s longest-run- 
ning, best-known rapper (and its most 
commercially successful, too, unless you 
count Marky Mark). Like Ace — who forc- 
ibly resurged 2001 with the concept opus 
Disposable Arts — Edo, as a solo artist and with 
larger outfits, has had stretches acclaim 
and invisibility. Immediately prior to combin- 
ing the crew unofficially known A&E 
(they were served a cease-and-desist letter by 
the cable station), each had successful group 
Tuns — Ace alongside Wordsworth, Punch- 
line, and Stricklin as EMC, Edo next to Slaine 
and Jaysaun Special Teamz. 

“We love those groups to death, but this is 
different,” says Edo. two leaders who 
have had a lot of success on our own, and 
here putting everything learned 
into one project that speaks volumes. Even 
though Ace is about 18 years older than me 
(he’s joking about that], we have a lot of the 
same values and vision because 
the same era. We're also both married, we 
both have families, and we both have homes 


The Rhode Island-spawned, Los An- 
geles—based trio Time Machine were re- 
sponsible for helping Ace and Edo see their 
future. Around 2000, Providence producer 
Mekalek tapped the pair to cut the track 
“Make Some Noise.” Their comparably en- 
lightened approaches clicked, and time 
the twosome conspired the underground 
classics off Edo’s Own Worst 
Enemy album with Pete Rock, and “Boulevard 
Connection” with Common. Plans for an 
official collaboration were hatched during 
a 40-show European Ace and Edo tour in 
2004 (the two even took up snowboarding 
together in Vienna), and they bore fruit over 
the next half-decade with assistance from 
producers including Supreme One, Large 
Professor, and DJ Spinna. 

there’s one defining track the efforts 
of Ace and Edo — and for the mature-tag- 
team movement as a whole — it’s “Little 
Young,” the first video and single off Arts 
@ Entertainment. Edo’s verse addresses the 
absurd number MCs with “Lil” their 
name; Ace identifies culprits in the over- 
saturated “Young” market. Together, they 
arrive the mighty metaphor beneath 
all: if you don’t understand where they’re 
coming from, then you might just be a 
“little young.” 

“It’s grown-man rap for sure,” says Edo. 
“There’s a lane for that now — just look at 
Jay-Z. “DOA” was authoritative, and it called 
out a lot of the bullshit going on in hip-hop. 
trying that too, but after years 
of making good records, we’re also trying to 
keep people engaged and interested, because 
that’s not how our fans feel anymore when 
they listen to the radio.” ©

ATLAS SOUND SHINES THROUGH LOGOS

When last we left Bradford Cox of 

Deerhunter, it was Novernber of 2008, 
and he was ready to put that year to bed. A 
couple months earlier, eager fan down- 
loading one of Cox’s many “virtual seven- 
inches” had sleuthed out a whole Mediafire 
folder full of goodies that Cox had posted but 
not protected — tracks even better-sounding 
than those he’d post his blog like notes 
slid from under his door. 

This unmastered trove came in two forms: 
what would be Weird Era Cont. — a bonus Deer- 
hunter EP intended to salve the suckage of the 
a chunk of scruffy-sounding demos titled 
Logos credited to Cox’s solo excursions as Atlas 
Sound. The shitshow that ensued was the 
stuff of blog legend, with Cox freaking, lash- 
ing out, giving up, declaring Logos dead, then 
deleting the whole string, apologizing, and 
attempting to ignore the hundreds of douches 
who would spend the remainder 2008 flam- 
ing him every available comment surface: 
“drama queen,” “calculating,” “e-stupid.” 

“I think I’m giving people too much,” was 
the last thing he told me. “Too much music, 
too much exposure. It’s not a good way to 
keep stable. It’s like media chemotherapy.” 

Zip ahead one year and Deerhunter are 
suddenly on hiatus, Cox is heading out on 
tour (at the Paradise next Thursday) but lag- 
ging from three-week bout with pneumo- 
nia, and Logos (Kranky) has only now reached 
its official release date. Were it not for Cox’s 
private output on his blog, 2009 might have 
seemed as equally disheartening a year. But 
the refinements made, edges smoothed, 
and ideas more firmly installed Logos since 
those rough mock-ups more than make up 
for what might have seemed like lost time. 

For Cox, the metaphor of “getting big” 
simply doesn’t apply. Whereas the common 
Tock trajectory of success is an outward ex- 
plosion (followed by dissolution), his pull is 


inward. Although more sonically so- 
phisticated than Atlas Sound’s 2008 debut, 
Let the Blind Lead Those Who Can See But Cannot 
Feel, the close quarters of each track, along 
with Cox’s detached, barely woken croak, 
convey an intimacy that satisfies a vague 
desire, somewhere between eavesdropping 
and outright voyeurism. 

Opener “The Light That Failed” suggests 
that the things at which Deerhunter ex- 
celled Cox might better off handling solo, 
Acoustic guitars lilt lazily over chimes and 
squishy electronic textures while he sends 
stray, shaky lines into the twilit sky. “Crimi- 
nals” is a bedroom waltz, Cox at his most 
folksy; “Shelia” finds him pitting his usual 
nihilism against an unusually straightfor- 
ward longing (“We'll die alone together/Die 
alone together/Die alone together”). “Kid 
Klimax” gorgeous refinement Deer- 
hunter strategies (like gradually thickening 
textures eventually burning off over long, 
uncertain endings) — it’s perhaps the first 


- time that Cox solo doesn’t sound lonely, 


somewhat bored, or worse yet, abandoned. 
He actually sounds free. 

Of course, sometimes freedom means 
becoming other bands: satisfying collabo- 
rations with Noah Lennox (“Walkabout”) 
and Laetitia Sadler (“Quick Canal”) sound 
not unlike Animal Collective and Stereolab, 
respectively.
